The recipient's name on the medal is recorded with the surname in English 
and the first name in Latin, as was the common practice at the time of 
recording names in Ireland in Parish records. Hisnamein English is William 
Owen. 


Sir William O wen (1834-1912) was born on 4 N ovember 1834 at M arlfield, 
Gorey, Wexford, Ireland, the fourth son of Colonel Robert Owen, 72nd 
Highlanders, and his wife Charlotte (M cCarthy). He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, Gloucestershire, England 1848-52 and at Trinity 
College, Dublin (B.A., 1857), where he won a silver medal for ethics and 
logics, the above medal, and a prize for English verse. In 1859 he becamea 
student at King's Inn, Dublin, and subsequently he studied at Lincoln's Inn, 
London and in due course was called to the Irish Bar. On 6 M arch 1860 he 
married Elizabeth Charlotte (Carey) in Dublin and they migrated to Sydney, 
N SW, Australia where he was admitted to the colonial Bar on 7 September 
of that same year. 


William developed a comprehensive grasp of the law in all its branches but 
he was a specialist in Equity. He was commissioner of the Court of Claims 
from 1861 to 1887. Healso was appointed Under-secretary of the Colonial 
Secretary's Department on 16 J une 1865 but resigned early in the following 
year. It was in this year on 11 January when his wife and elder son were 
drowned when the British steamship SS London foundered in the Bay of 
Biscay while en route from England to Australia. In 1868 he first suggested 
reforms in Equity procedure and in 1870, assisted by Sir Alfred Stephen 
and Sir William M anning, hedrew up a bill for the law reform commission, 
which was twice introduced but unsuccessful on both occasions. On 3 July 
1875 at H unters H ill O wen married Florence Levick, but she died next year. 
Owen, however pressed on with his attempt to reform the Equity procedure 
and his evidence helped to convince the 1880 Legislative Assembly select 
committee that the Equity jurisdiction was ‘dilatory, expensive, ruinous to 
suitors and not in accord with the judicial progress of the age’. The Equity 
Act of 1880 was based on his draft. 
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In 1882 William Owen became a Queen's Counsellor and by June of the 
following year he was acknowledged as one of the leaders of the common 
law Bar after successfully winning an important damages claim case against 
distinguished opposing counsel led by W. B. Dalley. On 18 October 1887 
Owen was appointed to the Supreme Court bench as Chief J udge in Equity. 
In November 1896 he transferred to the common law jurisdiction and was 
also Deputy-] udge Commissary in the ViceAdmiralty Court. 


He filled the post of President of several Royal Commissions, one such 
commission in 1892 cleared E. M. G. Eddy, chief commissioner of 
railways, of charges of maladministration. Then in 1905-07 he was sole 
royal commissioner on the administration of the Lands Department. He 
was knighted in 1906 and on 1 February 1908 he resigned his position as 
Supreme Court Judge and retired. Sir William Owen died at his residence, 
Ellesmere, at H unters Hill, Sydney on 22 November 1912 and was buried 
in the Anglican section of Waverley Cemetery. 


Sir William's grandson, W.C.Owen, married into the family of another 
notable lawyer, Judge Tom Rolin (see lot 854).

Tom Rolin, born at Sydney 12 October 1863, the son of a solicitor, was 
educated first at Cleveland Street School and then at Sydney Grammar 
School. H e passed the following subjects at the] unior Examinations held at 
Sydney University in 1878 - History & Geography (S), English (H ), French 
(L), Latin (H), Greek (H), Arithmetic (H ), Algebra (H ) and Geometry (H ) (S 
‘Satisfied Examiners’, H 'High Pass, L 'Low Pass'). In 1883 he obtained his 
B.A. degree and was also awarded a gold medal for proficiency in classics 
and mathematics. 


Tom Rolin progressed to gain his M.A. in 1885 and was called to the N SW 
Bar on 17 August 1886. He held positions on university groups including 
Captain of the Sydney University Boat Crew for 3 years having rowed in the 
first University Eight that went to M elbourne. In 1892 was Vice President 
of the Sydney University Sports Union. In 1898 he was appointed a Crown 
Prosecutor. H ewas on the committee of the Australasian Federation League 
and in 1907 was appointed Acting District Court J udge. H ewas also President 
of the Sydney Fencing Club, Captain of Killara Golf Club and a Vice President 
of the University Law Society. 


Judge Rolin was appointed King's Counsel in 1912.At the outbreak of WWI 
he helped form and became Captain of the Sydney Golf Club Rifle Range. 
In 1917 he was appointed J udge to the Industrial Court and later presided 
over the District Court and criminal jurisdiction. Judge Rolin died at his 
home on 9 M ay 1927 and his funeral service, which was held the next day 
at Rookwood Crematorium, was attended by a large number of dignitaries. 
Judge Rolin was the father-in-law of W.L.O wen who was the grandson of 
the notable Supreme Court judge, Sir William O wen (see lot 848).

Donald Campbell was born in the Highlands of Scotland. He came to 
Australia in the mid 1800s and settled in the Richmond River area of N SW 
with his wife and eight children, three boys and five girls. 


He was recognised early as a good judge of draught horses and became 
manager of the renowned Wooroowoolgen Station from 1871-1886. It was 
stated that during his time at Wooroowoolgen, he raised the pure bred herd 
of cattle to a high standard by numerous importations from England and 
sires from the best herds of NSW and Victoria. His eldest son, Alexander 
Campbell, took over the management of Wooroowoolgen in 1887. Donald 
then acquired theR oseneath Estate near Casino and entered into the breeding 
of draught horses. 


The greatest improvement in the draught stock at Roseneath, was Campbell's 
purchase of the Clydesdale stallion "Grandmaster" from Scotland for a 
‘big figure’. "Grandmaster" was a horse of great power, combined with 
beautiful symmetry and action. Because of his size and strength it was 
noted that he wore the largest collar known at the time. "Grandmaster" 
won many prizes, particularly at the Casino shows and sired a number of 
future prize winners. 


Donald Campbell had a great impact in the Casino area; 


- President of the Richmond River Agricultural H orticultural and Pastoral 
Society, 


- Trustee of the Casino Show, 
- Great studmaster for Clydesdales. 


Donald Campbell truly was a pioneer of the pastoral industry in 
Australia.

The Riverina Movement was originally initiated in the 1850s by the 
separatist, Dr John Dunmore Lang. It lapsed in the 1880s but reactivated 
in the 1920s and by the early 1930s was in full swing under the presidency 
of Charles Downey Hardy (Senator for Country Party 1932-1938) with 
thousands gathering to hear him speak at the Wagga Secession Rally. In 
1931 a special movement badge was created based on the Australian Army 
Rising Sun badge with an Australian flag and the letter R (Riverina) in the 
centre of the flag. A women's auxiliary was formed at Wagga to support the 
Riverina M ovement with more than one hundred women and girls enrolled 
in a few minutes and these volunteers embarked on an intensive campaign 
to enrol members and sell Riverina M ovement badges. 


The M ovement sought to have the Riverina break away from N ew South 
Wales and becomea self governing province. Senator H ardy and others from 
the area felt that those in the country, in particular the primary producers, 
were being ignored by the State as well as the Commonwealth governments. 
Rallies were held and there was huge support for the movement in the 
Riverina. The government ignored the M ovement's resolutions and as the 
economy began to recover following the defeat of the J ack Lang led NSW 
Government in 1932, the M ovement lost its momentum and faded away.

Captain Lester Joseph Brain A.F.C., A.M .I.E., Commendation for bravery 
during WWII, citation reads: "Capt.Brain was in charge of ferry operations 
of flying boats to Java when Broome was heavily raided in M ay 1942.

At the1914 annual meeting of theRailway and Tramway AmbulanceCorps 
the Chief Commissioner presented certificates instead of gold medals and 
other awards notifying recipients that the presentation of these would be 
deferred to a later date in view of the war and the condition of the finances.

This gold stater, it is believed, comes from the time of the M ithradatic War 
(88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates VI of Pontus who used the 
design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of Lysimachos whosestaters 
with the head of Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, history's 
greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates embarked on a career of 
conquest, bringing most of the lands around the Black Sea under his control. 
T hese policies bought him into conflict with Romeand heconsequently tried 
to liberate the East from Rome and quickly defeated the local garrisons 
and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 in one night). 
Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman response came in 87 
B.C. with the Consul L.Sulla and five legions. Sulla captured Athens and 
pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 talents 
(600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C., 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively 
another view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues 
by Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C.

The find of early electrum as a foundation deposit in the earliest temple 
at Ephesus included numerous third staters of this type. It also contained 
some inscribed electrum coins with the non-Greek name 'Welwet’. Scholars 
began identifying this name with Alyattes, king of Lydia. Since then this 
attribution has been thrown into doubt by the more recent discovery of 
a parallel name, 'Kagi', which does not correspond to any Known Lydian 
king. No one really doubts, however that this prolific coinage was issued 
by the Lydian royal house. Thelion's head was the dynastic badge, and this 
manner of representation, with the herringbone mane and 'wart' on nose, 
was introduced into Greek art from Assyriain the second half of the seventh 
century B.C. It isoneof, if not the earliest, examples of ancient coinage that 
utilises a design of sometypeon the obverse.

springs. T his new city was also inhabited by Carthaginians who dominated 
that city. The city was allowed to strike a very small quantity of coinage 
similar in manner to that struck by other Sicilian Carthaginian mints. Only 
four obverse and five reverse dies are known for the coinage.

A most interesting coin as this tetradrachm coin type was treasured by several 
religious foundations in the middle ages as one of the actual ‘thirty pieces' 
of silver which were accepted by Judas Iscariot for the betrayal of Christ 
(M att X XVI, 15). In the middle ages the appearance of this coin from the 
Greek world showed, to the uninitiated, several 'proofs' of identification. The 
obverse of these coins shows a facing head of thesun god H elios surrounded 
by rays of light and to some medieval minds, this clearly was the head of 
Christ himself wearing the crown of thorns! The reverse type, a rose, was 
thought of as the rose of Sharon - symbolizing the Resurrection. The rose is 
actually the emblem of Helios and a punning allusion the the name of the 
mint, Rhodes (which is Greek for rose). These 'J udas Pennies’ as they are 
sometimes called would hardly have been current in quantity in Palestine 
so long after their issue but an odd one or two might have appeared on 
the money changers tables at the time of Christ and during the following 
centuries. But it is now clear that they were not one of the 'thirty pieces’.

James Wilson was born at Cumnock, Ayrshire, Scotland in 1837 and 
emigrated to Van Diemen's Land in 1858.

The Tasmanian Bank was formed by J.T.Gellibrand, the former Attorney- 
General of Tasmania, and his son, and opened in H obart Town between 31

following the passing of the ‘Sterling M oney Act of 1826' on 22 September, 
it replaced its notes with Sterling notes at once, but forgeries circulated 
almost immediately. 


N ot long after its establishment, the bank's affairs became heavily oriented in 
favour of directors and their friends, creating a business monopoly in H obart 
Town. This resulted in the second dividend paid being 42% per annum.

James Kelly (1791-1859), sealer, pilot and harbourmaster, was born on 
24 December 1791 in Parramatta.

Due to a banking crisis in 1893, all banks in Sydney closed their doors with the exception of the Union Bank, The Bank of 
Australasia, the Bank of N ew South Wales and the City Bank of Sydney. As the banknotes from all the failed banking institutions 
had no valueand emergency notes issued could not be trusted there resulted in a total loss of confidence by the public in banknotes. 
The Government of N ew South Wales stepped in and issued Treasury N otes (backed by the Government) as an emergency Issue. 
Only one pound notes were issued although other denominations were projected to be printed. The act for the note issue was 
repealed in April 1894. Numbers 1 (Cancelled, and formerly in M itchell Library but stolen 1978, now recovered and returned), 
4,5 and 8, are known low numbers, other higher numbers such as this one are also Known. Percy M arks commented that in 
June 1917 Treasury N ote No.1 the first issued was presented to the Treasury for payment and it was presented to the M itchell 
Library by the M inister. As a method of control to prevent forgery the signatures are in different coloured ink, blue and green 
(the later colour was very limited and used generally in Government circles only).

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COMMONWEALTH ISSUES - SUPERSCRIBED 


In 1910, the Commonwealth passed the Australian N otes Act of 1910 to 
reform the banking and currency sector which had become fragmented and 
unruly over the years. TheAct stipulated that six months after the date of 
passage, set as September 16, 1910, private banks could no longer issue 
any form of currency, and any subsequent issue by a State Bank would 
no longer be considered legal tender. 


TheAct further established the powers of the Commonwealth to issue, re- 
issue, and cancel Australian notes. TheAct also established denominations, 
legal tender status, and the amount of gold coin held in reserve to secure 
the issues. On October 10, 1910 a Bank Notes Tax Act 1910 imposed a 
10% tax on all issued or re-issued bank notes effectively forcing the private 
banks to withdraw their notes with the Federal Government stepping in 
to issue official banknotes backed by gold. 


The Government however did not have the necessary printing facilities 
for banknotes or ready designs. As a temporary measure they decided 
to purchase unused banknote forms from the private banks and the 
Queensland Government. 


These were then overprinted as Australian Government issues with a 
promise to pay in gold coin. These notes all dated 1st December 1910 
became known as 'Superscribed' banknotes. 


Denominations overprinted and issued were £1, £5, £10, £20, £50 and 
£100. Very few of these notes have survived with no known £100. 


The first definitive Government Issues were released in 1913.

It was stated that an issue of 5/- notes was contemplated to ease the shortage 
of silver coin. The plates to print the notes had been prepared and an amendment was to be sought to enable their issue. Later 
the Commonwealth Bank Act had included in it the authority to issue 5/- notes. Such notes however, were never issued. It would 
appear that a total of 1,020,000 notes were printed with virtually all being burned in 1922.

On 21 September 1982 several men hid themselves in wooden boxes in the same aircraft and in the same hold as consignments 
of Australian notes, with the intention of stealing the money during the flight. 


An employee of TAA noticed the movement of a person inside a box on board an aircraft which had just landed at Rockhampton, 
Queensland, and alerted others. He then chased and apprehended the man. 


Other TAA employees realised that this may not have been an isolated incident and their prompt actions led to accomplices being 
arrested in Townsville, Mt. lsa and Brisbane. 


On 21 October 1983, the Governor of the Reserve Bank of Australia, Mr R.A. Johnston presented awards to ten TAA employees. 
The main cash award was made to the employee from Rockhampton. Each man received a set of Orrefors glassware and a 
personally inscribed volume of specimen Australian notes. The volumes were a modified version of those which contained Type 
| soecimen notes in 1966. The books presented to the TAA employees contained one specimen note of each denomination $1.00 
to $50.00 bearing the signature combination of J ohnston/Stone, with Type 3 specimen overprinting. 


All the notes from $1.00 to $50.00 have OCR-B serial numbering. This is of particular significance because the OCR-B serial 
numbering was not used on circulated $1.00 notes at all, or on $50.00 notes of that signature combination.

About 8.30 a.m. on the 26th September 1917, 
while the 41st battery was under heavy 8" and 5.9" shell fire, one gun-pit 
was hit, camouflage and an adjacent ammunition dump were set alight and 
commenced to burn and explode. Regardless of the continued heavy shell 
fire and imminent danger from our own exploding ammunition, Lieutenant 
M cN aught with another Officer and N.C.O. immediately rushed to the 
spot and worked with buckets and tins of water until several fires were 
extinguished. The gallant and timely action of this officer not only saved the 
guns and about onethousand rounds of 18-pr. ammunition, but set a splendid 
example to all ranks of soldierly conduct and devotion to duty.

T he Battle of Tel el K huweilfe, part of the Southern Palestine O ffensive, began 
on 1 November 1917, the day after the Egyptian Expeditionary Force (EEF) 
victory at the Battle of Beersheba during the Sinai and Palestine Campaign of 
World War |. After thestalematein Southern Palestine a series of co-ordinated 
attacks were launched by British Empire units on the Ottoman Empire's 
German commanded Yildirim Army Group's front line, which stretched 
from Gaza inland to Beersheba. During fighting for thetown, the road from 
Beersheba to Jerusalem via Hebron was cut just north of the town in the 
southern spur of the Judean Hills. H ere Ottoman units strongly defended 
the road and the Seventh Army headquarters at H ebron.

Over thenext week, attacks by the 53rd (Welsh) Division, theAnzac M ounted 
Division, and the 5th M ounted Brigade (Australian M ounted Division) 
attempted to capture the K huweilfe position. Attacks were launched by the 
British infantry and Yeomanry cavalry, and Australian and N ew Zealand 
mounted brigades. Despite their failure to dislodge the O ttoman defenders, 
the continuing pressure drew in Ottoman reserves, which could have made 
the EEF attacks at Gaza during the night of 1/2 November more strongly 
contested. 


EEF aerial reconnaissance had observed the O ttoman columns' movements, 
and Chauvel ordered the 53rd (Welsh) Division to advance to the track 
from Ain Kohle to Tel es Sheria in the direction of Khuweilfe, to connect 
with Desert M ounted Corps units holding the outpost line. At dawn, it was 
apparent the Ottoman defenders on Tel el Khuweilfe had been reinforced 
and, on the right, M ajor General Edward Chaytor, commanding the Anzac 
M ounted Division, ordered the 1st Light Horse Brigade, supported by the 
Inverness Battery, forward to support the 7th M ounted Brigade while the 
53rd (Welsh) Division advanced on their left, to establish a line stretching 
from Ras en N agb towards Tel el Khuweilfe 2.5 miles (4.0 km) away. 


By 04:15, the two brigade headquarters had joined up and, by 07:00, the 
South N otts H ussars Regiment of the 7th M ounted Brigade had occupied 
Ras el Naqb, while the 1st Light H orse Regiment with two sub-sections of 
M achine Gun Squadron attacked on their left, to gain a horseshoe-shaped 
position. Two squadrons with eight H otchkiss Rifles and four machine guns 
stopped attempted outflanking movements. By 08:00, they were within 350 
yards of their objective on the left, but could make no further advance in 
that sector. 


The fighting was fierce on the 3 Nov 1917 and during the battle, the 1st 
Light H orse Brigade suffered 16 killed and 67 wounded. It was on this day 
that Tpr Grimshaw was twice wounded. It was also for his actions on this 
day that he was awarded the ilitary M edal. The Battle for Tel el Khuweilfe 
would rageon for another three days before victory was achieved in securing 
the objective.

In August 1887 newspaper reports detailed the charging and trial of H ugh St 
George. Onereport stated, 'The inquest touching the death of a child named 
Lionel Ernest Ormirod, which took place a week ago, and which according 
to the medical testimony, was due to poisonous doses of laudanum, was 
concluded to-day. The jury brought in a verdict of manslaughter against 
Hugh St. George who described himself as a licentiate in midwifery of the 
Rotunda H ospital, Dublin, by whom the medicine administered to the child, 
was prescribed. St. George was committed for trial.’ At the trial, Hughes was 
found not guilty. He then sued one newspaper for libel and was successful. 


In February 1901 at another coronial inquest into the death of M rs Florence 
M ay Hollinshead of St Peters, H ughes, who was treating the patient, stated 
that he was a registered chemist and was practising as a consultant chemist. 
His qualifications were a licentiate of midwifery from Rotunda H ospital, 
Dublin and hewas also a member of the R egistered Pharmacists’ Society and 
he operated a chemist's shop at 445 King Street, N ewtown, a near-to-the 
city Sydney suburb. When the patient died at home, H ughes issued a death 
certificate, illegally as he was not qualified to do so. The Jury in the case 
returned an open finding. 


N ot long after, H ughes qualified asa M edical Practitioner when hecompleted 
a medical degree at Sydney University. His practice operated from 315 
Cleveland Street, Redfern, Sydney. Dr Hugh Stewart St George of 143 
Elizabeth St, Sydney City died at Parison 9 December 1925.

There is a second perspex covered frame in which is a photo of Nursing Sister Emmins and below 
are brief details of her service, but with some factual errors. 


Annabelle Emmins was born in Prahran, Victoria in about 1870. She trained as a nurse at M elbourneH ospital and in 1896 she moved to Western Australia to 
join Superintendent Reverend G.W.Rowe's 'Sisters of the People’. As a member of this group she worked in the goldfields of Coolgardie treating miners who 
had contracted typhoid. Whilein Western Australia she volunteered for service in the war in South Africa. From the 32 applications received by the committee 
of the Transvaal N urses' Fund she was one of 17 selected for final examination. She and the other selected candidates attended at Dr. J ull's surgery for final 
examination and N urseA.Emmins was one of 11 selected for the contingent. 


The contingent was given a grand send off from Perth railway station and the M atron-in-Charge, Sister N icolay was given a letter from the M ayor of Perth 
addressed to Sir Alfred M ilner, Governor of Cape Colony introducing the nurses by name and requesting he provideall assistance to them. T hey then embarked 
from Albany on board SS Salamis on 21 M arch 1900 along with someN ew Zealand nurses and some independent nurses from Queensland. Unfortunately no 
provision was made on board for the nurses as they were not considered as Army and travelled as commercial passengers and they had a most uncomfortable 
trip travelling in steerage class with about eight per cabin and they were not allowed to dine in saloon class. 


Upon arrival in Cape Town they were literally dumped at the wharf and no provision had been made for their accommodation or for making contact with 
the Governor. They had to fend for themselves for the next ten days until they were taken on the strength of the British Army as civilian employed nurses. 
Eventually they were classified as members of a colonial nursing service, a colonial version of Princess Christian's Army Nursing Service Reserve. N urse 
Emmins, Speers and M ilne were posted to Escourt about 15 miles from M ooi River, N atal. 


After the war Nurse Emmins stayed in South Africa working as a nurse at the Somerset Children's H ospital in Cape Town. She returned to Australia in 1909 
and married N ew Zealand born Thomas Gawn in Brisbane, Queensland. T hey then moved to N erang where they operated a live-in general store on the corner 
of Price and Lavelle Streets. They sold this store in the 1930s and established another nearby in Price Street. Annabelle continued nursing in a small 4-room 
private hospital attached to the back of her Price Street property. She was an honorary ambulance bearer and her hospital was classified as an ambulance 
centre where she provided emergency care until the nearest doctor, located at Southport, could attend. 


Annabelle was also a warden at St M argaret's Church of England and a Sunday school teacher and vice president of the Southport Country Women's 
Association. M atron Annabelle Gawn (nee Emmins) died on 11 April 1940. She was buried at N erang Cemetery and the people of N erang erected a grave 
plaque inscribed, 'She did what she could’, the start of a verse in the Bible, M ark 14:8.

The Spain's family connection to the area where they lived is recognised by thenaming of Spain's 
Wharf Road and a look-out on Kurraba Point. Spain's brother, Alfred, was a prominent architect, was involved in 
many other business and charitable endeavours and had a stellar military career and was also awarded thesilver R oyal 
Shipwreck Relief & Humane Society of New South Wales M edal for saving a young boy from drowning in 1934. 


Staunton Spain presented a bell from China to the Ward Room, HM AS Penguin. M ore than 100 of his glass-plate 
negatives survive in collections in the M itchell Library in Sydney and renamed in the Bracegirdle Collection in the 
Australian War M emorial Canberra. Also in the book BlueJackets & Boxers by Bob Nicholls, in Chapter 10, p73, 
where the author describes the contingents move to Peking in October he states, 'The Officer in charge of this fleet 
was Lieutenant Staunton Spain, who had brought his unwieldy glass-plate camera with him from Australia. His record 
of the contingent's time in China takes a prominent place in the illustrations in this book.’

The 1/1st H erefords were falling back with no 
officers when Dixon and about 30 of his men dashed out, waving his hat and led the British men back into the line. The next day Dixon led a force of the 
Camels against Tel El Khuweilfe and rushed up the slopes with bayonets and hand grenades, and after a brief struggle the Turks fled. Dixon is also mentioned 
in The Fighting Cameliers by Frank Reid, pp163/4 and 167.

Colin Roy Colquhoun MC was educated at Flinders Street Public School and Adelaide High School before studying at Adelaide University when he enlisted 
in the AIF. Although not recorded on his military file, newspaper reports state that he was severely gassed at Paschendaele in 1918 and after returning to 
Australia he was unable to resume his studies because of his injury but after a successful operation at K eswick M ilitary Hospital in 1923 he was able to do 
so. For some time he was clerk in charge of the M aster's Office at the Supreme Court and Deputy Registrar of the High Court. In December 1925 he was 
articled to Mr G.A.Pav solicitor and formerly a Captain in the 48th Battalion. He married M iss M aybelle Fox, a well-known Adelaide elocutionist who also 
produced and wrote plays, one of which starred Colin Colquhoun. 


H e applied for and was admitted to the Bar at the Supreme Court of South Australia on 15 December 1928. 

In October 1951 Colin Colquhoun, city solicitor, of Tusmore, an inner east suburb of Adelaide, was the subject of a sea rescue after he set off alonein a 23-ft 
motor boat from Port Adelaide to go fishing. His engine failed that night and the sea was too deep at his location for the anchor to be effective so the boat 
drifted. After 3 more nights and days in rough seas and heavy rain he was finally sighted by a RAAF Bristol Freighter from 34 Squadron which was able to 
guide the interstate passenger ship Duntroon to rescue him near Troubridge Hill Lighthouse at the foot of Yorke Peninsula. Colin Colquhoun died on 23 
September 1964 at his residence at Glenelg, South Australia.

Edward John Richards was a journalist. After he enlisted, he wrote many 
articles from the war with several published in the larger West Australian 
newspapers. In the Kalgoorlie Sun newspaper one mention of him was as 
follows - 'The best war stuff that is being sent from Gallipoli to this State 
is from the pen of E.R.Richards of Northam. Before enlisting he was a 
compositor on the local paper. His literary talents were unsuspected until 
he was in khaki.’ 


An example of his articles that covered the period from enlistment through 
to war service included one account from Gallipoli written on Saturday 
M ay 15 and published in The Northam Advertiser (WA) on Saturday 3 
July 1915, pp3-4. The first paragraph reads, 'When this letter (written less 
than a hundred yards distant from the firing line) reaches you, the heroic 
achievements of the 11th Battalion - West Australia's first contribution to 
Kitchener's Army - during the landing of the Allied forces on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula will be deeds of the slowly-fading past. To the many loving hearts, 
anxiously awaiting news of sons and brothers serving with the colours, the 
days and weeks that have passed since that memorable 25th of April will 
doubtless have seemed of interminable duration, but the reckless courage and 
strong determination of Australia's sons will keep that Sabbath morning so 
clearly distinct in Australian hearts that it will appear but of yesterday. The 
story of the landing and subsequent charge will long ere this have been told 
and re-told by the press of the world, but maybe much can yet be written 
that will interest the people of the N ortham district.’ 


After returning from the war E.J.Richards wroteA ustralian Airmen, H istory 
of the 4th Squadron Australian Flying Corps, 80pp, hard cover, published 
in 1922. When he died in 1968 news reports stated that he was a former 
managing editor of Australian United Press and was in fact one of the 
founders of theM elbourne-based AUP when it was expanded from provincial 
press in the late 1920s. He retired in 1955 after being the managing editor 
for more than 20 years.

An official report by hisCO Lt-Col H.W.Ralston stated, 'Lieut].R.Woodswas 
wounded on the night of 18/19th August 1918, whilst leading two Vickers 
guns in a minor operation east of Villers-Bretonneux. At the moment of 
being wounded he was firing the gun when an enemy trench mortar bomb 
exploded near him wounding him in the face, hand and abdomen. He was 
taken to aC.C.S. at Daours where hedied on 20.8.18. H ewas buried in the 
Daours M ilitary Cemetery and a cross containing name and Unit erected at 
the head of the grave.’ 


Lt-Col Ralston also wrote a personal letter to the family as follows, 


‘France 6/9/18. You will have heard by this time from official sources, but | 
thought you would like to hear the gallant conduct which led to his getting 
the wounds of which he died two days later. H e was in charge of two guns, 
which went forward with the Infantry. He was engaging enemy machine 
guns at point blank range, when a bomb thrown by the enemy, who had 
crept down in an old trench, landed on his gun. He picked it up and tried 
to throw it clear, but it burst just as it left his hand, destroying his gun and 
wounding him in a number of places. He got back to the casualty clearing 
at Vecquemont, near Corbie, and was operated on, and we thought he was 
doing well, but he suddenly collapsed and died on 20/8/2018. Heis buried 
in the cemetery attached to theC.C.S. | know that nothing! can say will ease 
the pain of your loss, but his brother officers join with mein conveying our 
sympathy with you in the loss of a gallant comrade, who died that Australia 
might never see her towns and villages in the state of those around which we 
are now fighting. | am yours sincerely, H. W. Ralston Lieut.- Colonel.’ 


The action in which Lt Wood was mortally wounded is also described in 
Official History of Australia in the War in France 1918, vol 6 by C.E.W 
Bean, page 721, 'Lieuts Fulton and Evans were wounded and Sergt Ellis 
killed as he bombed. Lieut Wood, following with a machine gun, rushed it 
to the bank amid the bombs and opened fire; but a bomb which he caught 
and tried to return burst in his face, mortally wounding him.'

William Bloxom was theson of William Bloxom Snr who was born in 1868 
at M elbourneand wasa former pupil of Christian Brothers St Francis' School, 
Elizabeth Street, Melbourne. On William Snr's retirement in M ay 1925 after 
40 year's service with the State Customs and then after Federation with the 
Department of Trade and Customs he was honoured when staff presented 
him with a gold watch and a wallet of banknotes.

Bill 
retired from the poultry farm in the early 1950s and he and Dolly bought a 
house at 14 Elsie Street, Boronia. Bill's health deteriorated in the late 1950s 
and he finally died on 4 July 1961 at the Repatriation H ospital, H eidelberg 
and was buried at Box Hill Cemetery.

During one of the moves forward at this period, this N.C.O.'s Sub-section 
was also caught in a very heavy hostile barrage, and his capable handling 
of the teams and men with coolness and devotion to duty was instrumental 
in averting casualties to personnel and equipment. His gun and ammunition 
was safely emplaced throughout these operations; his bearing was of the 
highest order, and set an example to the men of the Battery.

David M ansell Griffiths was the son of Robert Christopher Griffiths, a 
solicitor and Conservative Agent for South Glamorgan. David commenced 
his schooling at Llandaff Cathedral School and in 1907 at age 13 started 
at Christ College, Brecon. In 1908 he first won athletic honours in his age 
group at the College and in the same year played Fives and was in the 2nd 
Cricket X1. In his final school year he played for the H ockey X 1, had further 
athletic victories and was selected for the Cricket XI. 


He had emigrated to Australia when WWI broke out and he volunteered 
for the AIF joining the 8th Australian Light Horse. The unit was deployed 
to Gallipoli landing in May 1915 but without their horses which were 
considered unsuitable for operations on the peninsula. On 7 August 1915 
he and hundreds of other men and officers were killed in 'the charge of 
the 8th Light H orse’, a disastrous series of bayonet charges on the Turkish 
trenches at the N ek. 


In a letter to his parents, his Squadron Commander, Captain H .Beath wrote, 
‘Your son was in my squadron and | was near him when he was killed. | 
thought a lot of him, and am proud to say he was a pal of mine. Poor old 
Griff (that is what we used to call him) was killed on the morning of 7th 
August in a bayonet charge on the Turkish trenches. O ur regiment was badly 
cut up; very few of Griff's troops got back. Only 120 of over 500 men are 
left to tell the tale. We were in such a very bad place; our regiment made a 
grand name for themselves. You can always feel proud he belonged to the 
8th L.H. We were set a very bad task that morning, but console yourself he 
died nobly doing his bit like the fearless boy he was.'

She married Chris M oller, a sick digger she had nursed after the 
war. T heir daughter, | ean M oller, became a nurse and served in this capacity 
with the RAAF in World War II. Ellen (Lenny) Christina M oller (neeM elville) 
died in September 1972 and was buried at Springvale Botanical Cemetery, 
Springvale, Victoria. 


Ellen M elville was the daughter of John M elville (1856-1943). He played 
in the First Eleven as wicket keeper for Carlton in the 1870s and also 
represented his club in football.

The Constable was a passenger in the M anly Ferry Steamer " Barrenjoey" proceeding from Circular Quay to M anly, when the alarm "man overboard" was 
raised. Constable Crook, on discovering the man's whereabouts in the water, dived overboard and swam to his assistance. M eanwhile the ferry's engines had 
been reversed, and a launch from Garden Island appeared on the scene and picked up the Constable and the man he was supporting. The prompt action of 
Constable Crook has been recognised by the Society by the award of the Bronze M edal and Certificate of M erit.

While Lieut Taplin was in command of HMAS Yandra, the vessel was 
involved in the wide scale air and sea search following the battle off the 
Western Australia coast between H M AS Sydney and the German auxiliary 
cruiser HSK Kormoran. During the search a lifeboat was spotted from the 
air and HMAS Yandra was directed to it. The Yandra took it in tow and 
recovered 72 survivors, 2 officers, 68 ratings and 2 Chinese seamen. While 
at sea, some of these survivors were questioned by Lieut Taplin who then set 
reports of his interrogations to the District N aval Officer Western Australia. 
One of these interrogations was of Sub-Lieutenant Wilhelm Bunjes. This 
interview was of particular importance because it was the first account that 
K ormoran fumbled her signals, identified herself as Straat M alakka, and when 
ordered to hoist her secret call sign was unable to do so. It is also the only 
account suggesting that Kormoran had fired her port side torpedo striking 
Sydney after Sydney had passed astern of her. 


HMAS Yandra, under command of Lieut Taplin returned to Sydney in 
January 1942 to conduct patrol and escort duties along the eastern seaboard. 
On the night of 31 M ay 1942 she was patrolling the entrance to Sydney 
H arbour when three Japanese midget submarines evaded detection and 
penetrated the harbour defences. There was an anti-submarine boom net 
stretched across the harbour to prevent attacks by submarines and when one 
of the Japanese midget submarines became entangled in this net the alarm 
was raised. At 22:37 the commander of this entangled midget submarine, 
Lieutenant Kenshi Chuman, realised the hopelessness of his situation and 
detonated scuttling charges which destroyed the vessel killing himself and 
Petty Officer Takeshi O mori. 


With the blast reverberating around Sydney Harbour, Lieutenant Taplin 
was alerted to the threat and immediately altered course towards the inner 
harbour to investigate. After spotting a conning tower about 360 metres 
ahead of his ship he increased speed and pursued the midget submarine 
towards the eastern channel and attempted to ram it. The submarine was 
struck a glancing blow by the Yandra damaging the protective cage around 
its torpedo tubes and thus prevented it from firing any torpedoes at ships 
moored in the harbour. T hesubmarine, later identified as M -21, was crewed 
by Lieutenant Keiu M atsuo and Petty Officer First Class M asao Tsuzuku. 


After this initial attack, Taplin reversed course and next sighted the submarine 
about 550 metres on Yandra's starboard bow moving very slowly from left 
to right. Taplin immediately pressed home a depth charge attack but the 
result of this was inconclusive. Unfortunately, due to the closeness of her 
exploding depth charges, the Yandra sustained damage in this attack and 
was forced to withdraw from the action to effect repairs.

In January 1981 Gordon Thompson made application to Central Army 
Records for replacement medals claiming his had been lost. His claim stated 
that he was at that time serving as Welfare Officer for an Incapacitated 
Servicemen's Association and needed to wear his medals on official occasions.

After WWII Australia was committed to providetroops for occupation duties 
in Japan. This led to the formation of the 34th Australian Infantry Brigade 
to consist of the 65th, 66th and 67th Australian Infantry Battalions. The 
65th Battalion was formed on 12 October 1945 from the 7th Division out of 
Balikpapan and it then sailed to M orotai to undergo training prior to joining 
the British Commonwealth O ccupation Forces in J apan.

WWII. After American military advisors began arriving in Vietnam in 1955- 
56 any American military and civilian personnel wanting to join the 'Craft' 
were referred to Biak Na Bato Lodge No 7 Free and Accepted M asons in 
M anila. To overcome this difficult situation, on 4 December 1966, a group 
of M aster M asons belonging to various different Grand Lodges sent a 
petition to the Grand Lodge of the Philippines, requesting a dispensation to 
forma Craft Lodgeat Saigon. On the 4 J anuary 1967, this dispensation was 
granted. The Lodge was approved by Grand Communication on 23 April 
1969, and on the6 J une 1969, constituted as Saigon No 188 Free& Accepted 
M asons, Saigon and theR epublic of South Vietnam. T hegeneral membership 
consisted mostly of American and Filipino workers employed by the many 
construction companies.
